AiMMt 
has aalDSd tbe undersigned to forward the original letter to C- _Z7 
who «<n than forward It to ADAMOVICH, the LBAHORSKI lattera were to 
have been ntiUxed by thia aeotlan aa the nu^aua for a projeet, aasualng 
of eouxve, that this wae not an BIS provooetlon attasqit. In the event 
further devalopaenta pointed to BIS, then the lattera ware to beocoe tbe 
baala for a CB wojact and tnniad over to S^CE. Ibe original diall be 
forwa r ded. Com of the lattera, however, ehall remain in the files of 
ascU.oa for possible utUlaatlan as eaqilalned above. 

6. Subjeot la greatly concerned over the aafety of hie fanlly In 
view of tbe oorvent situation in France. He la living in a suburb of 
Parle that la noted for Its ecmainlat clcBMnta and while they do not know 
bla trne working and poUtleal leatdnga, Subject feels that If tbe Soviets 
so wlahad it, he could be act upon and pe rh a p e asaasalnated with bla family 
during a period of mob videnoe. He baa euggeated that he ui#t poaalhly 
sand bis wife and aon to frlaada In until the sltuatian Improves, 

ha, himself, rmnaina in Paris. Ibe undersigned eovmaelad Subjeot 
that ha should, in the event of imminant danger, ceaiainleata with bla - 
, y eontaet in the Parle EWiaasy and aaak asaiatanee. 

Snojeot atavea uav ue feels that It le no lomgar advantageooa to himself, 
the BHR or to tbe Independenea movement to remain in Prenee. Be le, 
therefore, pueblni ^ to do aU that ia poeelble to have a private 

bill Introdnead in uongress to permit him to endgrete to tbe (blted States.
